CHARGES FILED 
AGAINST DEPUTY 
FUNKHOUSER AND 
TWOASSISTANTS 


No Reference Made to Motion 
Picture Censorship 


‘Police Open Campaign Against 
Misleading Advertising 


Will Stop Exhibitors Misrep- 
resenting Films as Salacious 


Chicago, June 17.—At last, after 
permitting the major portion of the 
thirty days allowed to slip ayvay, Act- 
ing Chief of Police Alcock Saturday 
filed the following charges against 
Second Deputy Superintendent of Po- 
lice Funkhouser: 

“1. Conduct unbecoming a police 
officer or employee of the Police De- 
partment. 

“2. Neglect of duty. 


“3. Inattention to duty. 
“4. Incapacity or inefficiency in the 
service. 


“& Disobedience of orders. 

“6. Insubordination or disrespect 
toward superior officer. 

“7. Making a false official report. 

“8. Neglect to report any member 
known to be guilty of violation of any 
rule, regulation or order issued for 
the guidance of the department. 

“9. Violation of any order or rule 
of superior authority, written or ver- 
bal.” 

The acting chief, who also brought 
similar charges against two of Funk- 
houser’s assistants, has asked that they 
be heard June 24, expressing the hope 
that the defense will be ready at that 
time. The data submitted to the Civil 
Service Commission contains forty-two 
paragraphs of specifications in sub- 
stantiation of the charges. 

As previously stated, by way of pre- 
diction in these columns, the acting 
chief made no reference to motion pic- 
ture censorship in his charges. On 
the contrary, upon noting the indig- 
nant outburst of reformers who sup- 
port Funkhouser, Alcock made a 
specific statement asking civic and re- 
form forces not to confuse the “movie” 
matter with charges. 

However, it is generally beMeved 
that the acting chief's course is merely 
a matter of tactics—that the charges 
filed, while avoiding anv mention of 
censorship, camouflage an endeavor to 
get rid of an obnoxious censor. To 
bring direct charges on the censorship 
question would invite such a storm of 
protest from various reform organiza- 
tions that the chances of a complete 
vindication for Funkhouser would be

Chicago, June 17.—The days of im- 
munity for the barbers and bartend- 
ers who indulge in theater ticket scalp- 
ing “on the side” are numbered.

G. Crandell, who is in charge of the 
city’s anti-scalping fight, has gathered 
censiderable evidence tending to show 
that this kind of Loop ticket scalping 
is as prevalent as the out-and-out type. 

The city is making its investigation 
because the new licenses with the pro- 
hibitory clauses, which al! theaters 
re compelled to take out, goes into 
effect July 1. The city does not intend 
io rest content with the managerial 
issurance that scalpers will not be 
dealt with, but prefers to gather its 

on statistics on the scalping situa- 
tion, so that any evasions of the ordi- 
nance may readily be traced to the 

rring theater. 

The corporation counsel's office 
plans a most energetic campaign 
against all forms of scalping. It is 
openly intimated that the small-fry 
speculators will be-among the first 
that the city authorities will proceed 
against. 


Brokers Must Pay Full Tax 


New York, June 15.—According to 
a ruling of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue theater ticket brokers 
will be obliged to pay the war tax due 
on every ticket that passes thru their 
hunds, whether they operate as inde- 
pendent agents or as brokers. It is 
the contention of the Government that 
it is entitled to a tax upon the highest 
amount paid for the ticket from and 
including the time it is disposed of by 
the theater itself, but that the tax 
should be gauged by that amount and 
that amount alone, irrespective of 
whether it be above or below the usual 
advertised price.

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FUEL ADMINISTRATION 


Warns Thpaters To Conserve Electric 


Power 


Washington, June 17.—The United States Fuel 
administration bas issued a warning to theaters, 
as well as other establishments, that unless a 
greater degree of care is observed with respect 
to the use of electric light not absolutely neces- 
sary to the proper conduct of business that 
drastic action way be taken towards curtailing 
such use of electric power, 

State and county fuel administrators thruout 
the country have reported to the Fuel Admin- 
istration that ip some cases a prodigal end un- 
necessary use of electric power, «pecially 
for advertising or other outdemr ium nating 
purposes, is being made. This warning has to do 
particularly wiih the use of electric Nelts dur- 
ing daylight hours, but care will have to be 
taken, it is suggested, even during lonrs of 
darkness not to dray vopon electric power any 
more than is nectesary. 

“Statistics obtained by engineers in the employ 
of the Ful Administration, redaced to terms of 

oul, show tbe necessity for the utmost fuel 
economy during the summer, as well as the win- 
ter, To attain this the strictest conservation of 
f.el-generated electricity is demanded. Faflure 
of theaters, other places.of business, and munici- 
palities, to observe this economy will result in 
the “lightless night’ order being restored. 
Should it once more be made effective, it is of- 
ticially announced, the order will be accompanied 
by even more stringent reguiations than before 
as to outdoor lighting and display illumination,

THE WRONG FITZPATRICK 


During the convention held in St. Paul, week 
of June 10, by the American Federation of Labor, 
a resilution introduced Thursday, June 13, from 
the Central Federated Union of New York City, 
requested the convention to devise ways and 
means to investigate the statement made by 
John Fitzpatrick, president, and Edward Nockels. 
secretary of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
claiming charges were made against the C. L. U. 
of New York by them. 

The resolution was referred back to the com- 
mittee, as the Fitzpatrick meant was not John 
Fitzpatrick, president of the ©. I. of L.. but 
James William FitzPatrick, late president of 
the White Rats. When the resolution was re- 
turned Saturday, June 15, with the substitution 
of the name of FitzPatrick of the White Rats, 
a point of order was raised against it, claiming 
it was practically a new resolution and could 
not be introduced after the second day’s pre- 
ceedings, and upon this technicality the matter 


was laid upon the table. While this action pre- 
vents investigation of the charges alleged to 
have been made by James William FitzPatrick, 
there was no resolution to revoke any charter, 
as it is practically admitted by the few 
remaining members of the White Rats now 
hoding the charter of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union that no such organization now exists, and 
to revoke the charter of something which does 
not exist would be impossible. 


REALTY DEAL CLOSED 


Charlotte, N, C., June 15.—One of the largest 
realty deals in the history of the city was put 
over last week for Tryon street real estate when 
a one-half interest in the old Observer Building 
and the Trust Building was assigned to S. A.

Had Been Picturesque Figure in The- 
atrical World for Two Decades 


Springfield, Mass., June 14.—Dwight 0. Gil- 
more, owner of a number of amusement proper- 
ties in this city, died last Sunday evening, June 
9, after a short illness. He was 80 years old. 
Funeral services were beld or Wednesday at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Gerdner. 

For nearly two decades Gilmore was a most 
Picturesque figure iv the amusement world. He 
accumulated a large fortune in his varied the- 
atrical enterprises, and in addition was a large 
owner of business real estate. In 1899 he was 
elected Mayor of Springfield. 

Gilmore’s chief hobby was to act as his own 
ticket taker, and up to the last few months 
could be seen each evening at the door of one of 
his theaters. Two of his largest theaters were 
Gilmore’s Opera House and the Court Square 
Theater.

and those owned and controlled by private cor 
porations conducted for the benefit of the public, 
the proeesds, if any, being put back into the 
property for the purpose of enlarging and imprev- 
ing the fair, are exempt from taxation, as in 
none of these fairs are any of the proceeds dis- 
tributed to stockholders or members of the as- 
socjation conducting same, 

It is also ruled the exemption applies to ex 
hibitions and amusements within the fair 
grommls, where the fair receives the net pro- 
ceeds (profits) of the shows, or an agreed per 
centage of their receipte; but that the exemption 
does pot apply to exhibitions conducted primarily 
for the benefit of concessionaires simply renting 
or leasing space, with the privilege of operating 
within the grounds, for a fixed sum, tle net 
proceeds aceru.ng te the proprietors."*

PARK MEN MEET TO DISCUSS IM- 
PORTANT PHASES OF THE 
BUSINESS 


(Continued from page 3) 


Charles Krug, general manager Kragie Rid- 
ing Devices, Breoklyn, N. Y.; William J. 
Hepp, general manager Luna Park, Coney 
Wsland; H. ©, Griffiths, president Staten Island 
Amusement Corporation, New York; W. H. Don- 
aldson, publisher The Billboard, New York; Geo, 
Fr. Harris, manager G. F. Harris Company, New 
York; William Judkings Hewitt, representing 
The Billboard, New York; Robert G. Lindsay, 
president American Confectionery Syndicate, 
New York, and Frank L. Albert, executive sec- 
retary National Outdoor Showmen’s Association. 

The presiding otticer in a few well chosen 
words outlined the purposes of the gathering 
and introduced Mr, Albert, who told of the past 
achievements of the National Outdoor Showmen’s 
Association. He held rapt attention and was 
given a warm hand at the conclusion of his talk. 
Otbers who thrashed out tbe various phases of 
the park situation were S, W. Gumpertz. who 
also voiced the sentiments of Edward C. Tilyou, 
president of Steeplechase Park, Coney Island; 
Edwin H. Skinner, Neville Bayley, George A. 
Schmidt, Charles Krug, Fred W. Pearce and 
Millford Stern. At this point a telegram was 
read from Fred Ingersoll, which brought forth 
loud applause. 

Following dissertations for the general needs of 
an organization for park men Mr. Dona'dson made 
a plea for the expansion of the ‘‘Park Unit’’ of 
the Nationa] Outdoor Showmen's Association and 
asked for a temporary chairman, suggesting 
Samuel Gumpertz, being seconded by Elwood 
Salsbury. This suggestion met with unanimous 
endorsement add Mr, Gumpertz took the chair 
as temporary cbairman of the proposed ‘Park 
Division,”’ with Frank L. Albert as temporary 
secretary. 

The principal action taken at this meeting was 
the hearty endorsement of the record and meth- 
ods adapted by the N, O. S. A. in handliag park 
matters. It was then decided that a special 
committee, or division, be appointed to handle 
park matters within the association, this provi- 
sion being provided for in the regular by-laws 
of the N. 0. 8, A. 

Samuel Gompertz, chairman, appointed a nom- 
inating committee, which presented the names 


of Fred Ingersoll, Herbert are Mi ke Heim, 
George Schmidt, Milford Stern, A. MecSwigan, 
Fred Pearce, Elwood Salsbury, ‘oss Wells, 


Levis Berni and Samuel Gumpertz, who were 
elected directors. This board, in conformity 
with the regular procedure of the association, 
elected the following officers for the Park Di- 
vision of the N. 0. S. A.: George A. Schmidt, 
president: Samuel Gumpertz, vice-president; 
Milford Stern, treasurer; Elwood Salsbury,, sec- 
retary. The meeting adjourned at 12:30 a.m., 
and met the following day at 10:30 a.m. 

At the Thursday meeting various ways and 
Means were discussed as to the best method of 
financing the Park Division of the Association. 
Owing to the nominal fees now existing for 
membership and initiation fees, a special 
method of finance is necessary for this division, 
as funds will naturally be required to further 
the specific interests of the park section, as 
well as other sections, forming a unit of “Ye 
N. 0. 8. A. 

A motion to reconsider the action of the pre- 
vious evening, that is, the park owners and man- 
agers working as an affiliated organization of the 
N. O. 8S. A., was presented by Neville Bayley, 
of Roton Park Point, South Norwalk, Conn. Af- 
ter a lengthy discussion it was finally decided 
that this was the thing to do. After this ques- 
tion was settled Mr. Bayley made another mo- 
tion, that it be the sense of the meeting that 
instead of proceeding as a separate cvganization 
of park men, that they continue as a division 
or standing committee, within the National Out- 
door Showmen's Association, of which they are 
all members, and to recommend that the by-laws 
be amended to @x the dues and initiation fees 
for parks and park attractions in conformity 
with a schedule which was submitted; and that 
the secretary of the aseociatian be requested to 
notify the park and amusement men in connec- 
tion therewith thruout the country of ‘such ac- 
tion. This schedule is now in the possession of 
Frank L. Albert, executive secretary of the 
N. 0. S A., Suite A, Auditorium Hotel, Chi- 


cago. 

‘tr. Albert bas been instructed to send all 
members of the N. 0. S&S. A., who are engaged 
in the park business, and to all park owners, an 
exact copy of this schedule, so that they may 
become thoroly informed as to what is expected 
of them in the way of payment. pro rata, of dues 
and initiation fees in the future: 

For those who were not present at the meet- 
ings held in New York, June 12 and 13, re- 
spectively, it might be well to inform members 
of the association that the N. 0. S. A. and the 
Park Division are thoroly and beartily in accord 
with the principles of conetruction, and not de- 
struction. There is no intention on the part 
of anyone to combat with any other amusement 
industry in America. The National Ontdoor 
Showmen’s Association, and all its members, are 
ready and willing to co-operate at any and all 
times to further the interests of the amusement 
industry. The N. 0. 8. A. can conscientiously 
and truthfully lay claim to a greater success 
in the accomplishment of things they organized 
for in the one year and six months of their in- 
stitution, than any other organization of its 
kind. 

A vote of thanks was unan!mously voted How- 
ard C. Griffiths for the use of his offices in the 
Croisic Building, at 220 Fifth avenue. Mr. 
Griffiths is a well-known business man, and also 
president of the Staten Island Amusement Cor- 
poration. His many valuable suggestions dur- 
ing the progress of the meeting were instru- 
mental in accomplishing the final results of the 
meeting.

Performers Must Select Worth 
While Songs and Redouble 
Their Efforts To Enter- 
tain the Public 


Performers, you’re living in an epochmaking 
era, and, if you use your talents wisely, your 
work will go down in a history of its own, with 
dates and titles as long remembered as the dates 
and names of decisive battles. 


The titles and dates that you will give to your 
history are the titles of worthwhile songs, mark- 
ing the periods of American thought and feel- 
ing that shall have given them birth. 


In the actpaying days the better class of per- 
formers did not permit the checkbook to run 
away with their judgment. Publishers will tell 
you that some candidly voiced their opinions of 
manuscripts offered when these manuscripts did 
not show indications of aiding their acts, no 
matter what financial premium was calculated 
te deprive them of their reasoning powers. 


If your better nature asserted itself in those 
days, when there was an excuse for wavering in 
the face of profits to be derived, certainly now, 
when international conditions must awaken a 
sense of duty, you can find no excuse for not 
making it your business to get the very best 
material the market holds—without regard for 
the unfounded boasts of designing profiteers. 


You must not forget that your profit is derived 
from the measure in which you serve and please 
the public. At all times your service was im- 
portant, but now it is of exceptional importance. 

A statesman, in selecting themes for public 
discussion, must now exercise the greatest de- 
gree of care. In a sense you occupy the position 
of statesmen, for your message is heard by peo- 
ple of all ages and classes, including those 
passing thru the impressionable period of youth, 

Were the Government selecting a poem or 
poster expressing the National purpose it would 
pay greater regard to intrinsic value than to 
writer’s reputation or distributor’s imprint. Are 
you certain that in your great task you are 
actuated by an identical motive? 

Perhaps you feel that you have done your full 
duty when you got on the band wagon and sang 
the latest effort of America’s greatest song 
writer, published by the most influential firm, 
after countless other singers had already given 
the song support. 

Under ordinary circumstances this would suf- 
fice, but there is a likelihood that at the very 
moment you determined to aid your country in 
this manner you gave the cold shoulder to some 
obscure writer or publisher who vainly en- 
deavored to interest you in a sterling number 
with a* sublime theme. 

The fact that many obscure writers and pub- 
lishers had previously pestered you with efforts 
which were not sterling and which did not 
sossess sublime themes holds little weight. If 
hill publishers were farsighted and rclieved you 
of the task of seeking the best that the market 
holds you could rest upon their judgment. But 
there is a suspicion that publishers still adhere 
to their oldtime tactics of using you as a menial 
to introduce what they think the public should 
have, instead of making a sincere effort to sup- 
ply you with what the public would find worth 
while, 

Let your publisher friends know that in these 
times, when you must redouble your efforts to 
please the public, you expect the publishers to 
redouble their efforts to please YOU. When the 
war is over nobody will remember who wrote or 
published epochmaking songs, the public will re- 
member only the songs and WHO sang them. 


Unless you do your share in the difficult task of 


discovering Bew song writing talent you are not 
doing your best to win the war.—CASPER

SONG LOGIC 


PATRIOTIC SONGS TABOO? 


It is said that New York publishers loudly declare they will not consider patriotic songs, 
but that they invariably accept those which song writers convincingly argue are sure fire. Con- 
sidering the manner in which so-alled patriotic songs are flooded upon the market, while so few 
meet with any appreciable degree of public support, the publishers’ resolve is not hard to ex- 
plain, Provision, naturally, must be made for song writers’ inclination to praise their wares, 
overcoming publishers’ timidity. Yet for any aggressive publisher to consider patriotic songs 
taboo is the height of folly. This type of song is wanted, and, when properly prepared and 
exploited, will ‘‘go’’ as well as ever. The only question is one of quality. For publishers to 
control manuscript bureaus with taboos for any class of songs may make the work of considera- 
tion easier, but it does not hint at good business policy. It’s a good thing the enthusiasm of 
writers prevents the death of patriotic songs long before the real demand for them has ceased. 


INDIVIDUAL STYLE 


It is interesting to note the way in which certain performers put over definite types of 
songs, using personality as a lever for gaining audiences’ approval, But when a song is reached 
that is prepared in a manner calculated to fit many performers, making the individual style of 
each stand forth as if the song was especially written for each act using It, a thousand kaisers 
couldn't prevent such a number from becoming a hit. 


WILLIAMS PLACING ’EM 
Chicago, June 17.—Spencer William, the 
colored song writer, is proving both prolific and 
successful in turning out songs, as hardly a 
week goes by without witnessing the publica- 
tion of one of his numbers by some firm, large 
or small. Williams is equally proficient in pre-

"CONDUCTED. BY THEODORE A 


“LIEBLER JR. 


A year ago the fact that nineteen Broadway 
theaters were playing dramatic or musical at- 
tractions was taken as an Indication that the 
season Was an unusually good one, financially. 
And 6o it was, This year, the same period of 
the year, finds twenty such theaters doing bus- 
ness, besides an unusually large number show- 
ing special pictures at advanced prices. Or- 
dinarily the inference might be that the new 
season was even better than the banner spring 
and summer that went before, but unfortunately 
the facts do not bear out the inference. Those 
who recall the extraordinary crowds of pleasure 
seekers that thronged the Rialto, evening and 
matinee afternoons, a year ago are forcibly 
reminded of them by the marked difference now 
observable to the naked eye. Those familiar 
with the box-office statements of both periods 
have a sadder tale to tell. 


The principal difference between the spring 
and summer of "17 and that of tht present year 
is that a year ago almost everything produced 
made money, and those that etood out above 
the others and were consequently classified as 
the hits of the year were comparatively few in 
number. This year there have been many fail- 
ures, the average has been low, and the attrac- 
tions getting better than average business more 
numerous—if not as profitable. This, too, ac- 
counts for the number of attractions that bave 
ever stayed the normal year, Everybody for- 
tunate enough to own an attraction showing a 
profit Is anxious to hang on as long as that happy 
condition prevails, 

The twenty attractions remaining present 
rather a curious menu for mid-June, the non- 
musical plays holding their own numerically 
with the musical comedies and revues, tho the 
latter take the lead this week with the opening 
of The Follies and the closing of the season of 
the revival of A Marriage of Convenience. Two 
melodramatic plays of marked success, a spy 
melodrama strongly plugged, a propaganda play, 
with the ear-marks of official indorsement, a 
high comedy of exceptional merit and a ¢atirical 
comedy delightfully done, a boisterously funny 
low comedy, a rough farce, a well-cast revival 
of a costume play and a mixed bill of short 
plays co-operatively presented, constitute one- 
half of the hot weather amusement fare offered 
New Yorkers at the moment. Four of the ten 
musical attractions have enjoyed runs beginning 
early in the season, and only one of the remain- 
der, aside from the Kinter Garden Stow, has any 
of the characteristics usually associated with 
the summer show. 

War times bring many transients to the city, 
and many uniformed men eager In their search of 
diversion, so that the great variety amusement 
offerings, so unusual at this time of the year, 
will reflect credit on the city. We only wish 
that the more serious efforts of our native 
dramatists had a better representation—in view 
f the fact that eo many of our foreign visitors 
judge our people by the sort of material we pro- 
vide for their entertainment, 

Brandon Tynan may be added to the list of 
prominent showfolk who have gone on record 
as predicting the return of the resident stock 
company system, so often commented upon . in 
these columns, The addition boost in railroad 
fares and the increased cost and greater uncer- 
tainty of baggage hauls are likely to compel the 
reinstitution, temporarily at least, of a system 
that once prevailed generally, and still persists 
in continental Europe. The fact that the popu- 
lation of our country is steadily increasing, and 
the theatergoing population Is growing in 
greater ratio than the gross population, now 
makes {it practically impossible to cover the 
country adequately with original companies 
within the time that the initial fame and vogue 
of a metropolitan success are fresh. The fact, 
too, is inimical to the star system, as stars are 
unable to tour the conntry thoroly in their pro- 
nounced enuccesses without making the intervals 
between visits 6o long that their drawing powers 
are affected. We frequently meet with the con- 
dition of having a high-priced artist of slightly 
less than stellar caliber, part of whose remunera- 
tion is based on his supposed drawing power and 
the celebrity of his name, of no box-office value 
in a large city that he may not have appeared in 
in a period of years. The main medium of na- 
tonal publicity is the magazines, which, to be 
sure, are devoting more space than ever before 
to topics of the theater, but the business policies 
of these magazines creating a tendency to dis- 
play pretty faces and figures In preference to all 
things else, the finished artist often finds his 
magazine publicity, altogether secondary to that 
accorded gome popular chorus girl, 

If then it becomes impossible to present play- 
ers of drawing power in popular successes in 
more than a limited number of cities, and if in 
addition the cost of transportation becomes 
an excessively large item of expense, one would 
conclude that the restoration of the old system 


was inevitable. Touring would be confined to the 
few outstanding stars, who would appear in their 
repertoires, supported by the local organizations, 
and in locally assembled productions. Cities of 
sufficient importance would support one or more 
organizations of players of standing who would, 
by frequent appearance, be enabled to amass a 
local following and who would be given an op- 
portunity to develop their technique and ver- 
eatility by constant change of bill. Wherever 
towns are not sufficiently populous or wealthy to 
support a company by themselves, a few towns of 
geographical proximity might combine to do so, 
In fact the working out of the system today 
would probably bear a close resemblance to the 
operation of organized baseball, with scouts 
combing the sticks for major league material 
and the possible institution of the draft system 
to prevent the ruinous competition in salaries 
that brought the picture industry to the brink of 
ruin, Fancy reading in the amusement columns, 
at the opening of a new season, that Gus Blank 
was a New York holdout, and Chicago and Bos- 
ton having waived on him he would be sent to 
Utica by way of punishment in the event that he 
did not come to terms before the production of 
the new Thomas play, and that Bill Jones was 
being primed to pinch-hit for him in the emer- 
gency. Or of Manager Erlanger’s prediction 
that he had a pure pennant winner by virtue of 


ber of popul cities, particularly with the 
growth of the number of cities that can only be 
satisfied with extended runs of popular plays,. it 
is more likely that the present system will be 
modified insofar as there will be several pro- 
ducing centers from which companies will tour 
the surrounding territory after completing an 
initial run in the central city. In other words, 
the East, with New York as its producing cen- 
ter; the center, with Chicago, and the West, 
with one or more of the Coast cities preparing 
productions, would become more or less es- 
tranged theatrically, and the leading workers in 
each field would be known to the public in other 
fields by reputation only, unless that reputation 
is capitalized in films. That, in all probability, 
will be the solution of the problem,

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his trade of a heavy, two characters and three 
general utilities for a lead and a second woman 
from Philadelphia, and Manager Shubert declar- 
ing that he had sprung the ingenue find of the 
season in Bessie Binks, drafted from Wichita. 


There are many things, however, against the 
oldtime local stock .system, Like most things 
that have been supplanted and discarded, it 
no longer exists save in the modified form of the 
present-day stock company for the simple reason 
that the system that had replaced it is better 
on the whole. For one thing, it limited the play- 
wright who was compelled to prepare his script 
in such a manner that it was within the range 
of the capabilities of the stereoptype stock or- 
ganization, and that it could be performed with- 
out too great an expense or too much waste of 
the material on hand. But more important is the 
fact that the present-day public has been edu- 
cated up to the metropolitan standards in the 
matters of mounting and staging, and has found 
that even a second rate company, the members of 
which have been chosen for their suitability for 
the roles of a particular play and have been 
carefully trained to give that play's dramatic 
situations full value, gives a better, all-round 
performance than could be expected from a local 
organization in a hastily prepared and briefly 
rehearsed production of that play, even tho the 
local organization may contain players of higher 
caliber than those of the touring company. Fi- 
nally there can be no doubt but that the insti 
tution of the present system brought with it co- 
operation and centralization beneficial to the 
business, much of which would be lost by a re- 
turn even in part to the system that was dis- 
carded. 

The chances ate that the continuation of the 
high cost of transportation may temporarily 
bring about a reversion to the old system, if the 
increased cost and the difficulties in moving pre- 
vail for any considerable length of time, but as 
far as the shift in things that may be accom- 
plished by the increase in population and in the

AN IMPORTANT STUDY 


Music Ranks Second Only to Three 
“Rs” in Public Schools 


Chicago, June 15.—That Alexander P, Clar- 
ton, United States Commissioner of Education, 
considers music the most important and prac. 
tical subject taught in the public schools, after 
reading, writing and arithmetic are truly 
gauged, was clearly indicated by the message 
he sent to the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs at their Hot Springs convention. 

The message was: “I believe most fully in 
the value of music as an important factor in 
the education and life of any people, and esx- 
pecially of a free people with a democratic form 
of government. The songs of a nation may not 
be more important than its laws, but their tn- 
fluence even in determining legislation and 
obedience to law, which, in a democracy, is 
only the formulation of public opinion and popn- 
lar sentiment, can not easily be estimated. 

“After reading, writing and arithmetic 1 
consider music the most important and the most 
practical subject taugbt in our schools. I hope 
your feceration will constantly and persistently 
use its influence for the promotion of the teach 
ing of music in all our schools of whatever 
grade.”’ 


SUMMER OPERA AT PHILLY 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 17.—Grand opera by 
the best artists at popular prices will be the 
chief feature of the operatic festival, which 
opens at the Academy of Music here about June 
24. It comes to Philadelphia with the endorse 
ment of the Pittsburg public, where for some 
weeks past the company, which is an amalga- 
mation of the Metropolitan and Chicago Grand 
Opera organizations, has been playing to enthusi- 
astic audiences. Altho the list of artists con- 
tains such well-known names as Maggie Teste. 
Florence Easton, Riccardo *Martin, Orville Har- 
rold, Henri Scott, Francis Maclennan, Henry 
Weldon, Alice Gentle and many others. The top 
price will be two dollars. 

The selected chorus and ensemble are from the 
Metropolitan Opera Company and from the Chi- 
cago organization. The productions and the sym- 
phony orchestra of picked musicians are under 
the direction of Romualdo Sapio and Josiah Zuro, 
also conductors with the Metropolitan Opera 
Company during the winter season, The reper- 
toire will include Carmen, Faust, Cavalleria 
Rusticana, Pagliacci, Trovatore, Rigoletto, Aida, 
Martha, Lucia and others to be announced later. 

This is a practical merging of the two largest 
organizations in this country, and never before 
in America has it been possible to obtain the 
services and choruses during the summer season. 
With few exceptions all these artists had yearly 
contracts with European opera houses, and as 
soon as their contracts for the season in America 
expired they went abroad, as did also the chorus 
and ensemble. 

Harry Davis saw a possibility of establishing 
a “permanent summer organization, whereby 
grand opera could be sung and presented not 
as a luxury, but as an educational necessity, 
and for a figure which would be within the reach 
of all.

A Shrine to Music Pilgrims—Bach 
Sung for Generations 


The good that can come out of Rethlehem is 
emphatically illustrated thru a recently pub- 
lished chronicle of the Bach Festivals of Bethle- 
hem, Pa. If the interesting volume did no more 
than record the story of a unique and artistically 
successful enterprise it would be well worth 
reading on its own merits. But the original 
Bach Choir of Bethlehem, Pa., had its origin so 
far back in American history and is so entirely 
typical of a thing which may be made to flourish 
if it truly represents the life of a community 
that the story acts as an incentive to com- 
munity work. Moreover, there is the quaint 
historical background of old Bethlehem on the 
hill and the Moravian Church, where for so long 
the Bach Festivals were held. Altho now re- 
moved to the more stately housing of the Parker 
Memorial Church, the memories of thousands of 
musical pilgrims still linger about the plain 
wooden structure, where, from the odd little 
steeple the trombones called worshipers to at- 
tend on the Bach Festivals. 

A large part of the attraction for the musical 
pilgrims was that at these Festivals the Bach 
music was sung and played as a church service. 
For under the inspired directicn of a leader who 
had received traditions handed down from father 
to son for generations the instrumental character 
of the Bach music was maintained in the pristine 
emphasis of Bach organ style. The which 
caused many controversies and heart burnings, 
all of which Raymond Walters, registrar of Le- 
high University and author of the book, has duly 
set forth upon its pages. 

When did musicians ever agree? Certainly 
never in regard to the tempi of Dr. Wolle con- 
cerning the playing and singing of the Bach ma- 
sic. What brisk anecdotes twining about these 
differences of expert opinions are omitted from 
Mr. Walters’ book are nevertheless fresh in 
memory. And one of them was a personal rout, 
concluding in flight. 

For, after listening during the splendid and 
thrilling performance of the “John” Passion, 
exhibited with a vivacity of polyphony and a re- 
curring stress on the ritardando, terms dear to 
the musical fraternity and unimportant to the 
rest of the world, one ventured with the brash- 
ness of inexperience to beard the lion in his den 
—to question Dr. Wolle in his own organ loft. 
“But, Dr. Wolle, why’’— ‘‘Why not?’’ replied 
Dr. Wolle with considerable asperity. No suit- 
able answer being ready for this totally unex- 
pected turning of a frontal attack, there re- 
mained only to back down the steps with as 
much dignity as could be commanded. 

TRUE TO ITS OLD TRADITIONS 

Bethlehem, as Mr. Walter's volume tells, has 
retained much of its old background. It was a 
settled town and thriving one long before the 
Revolution. In 1742 they began holding singing 
festivals in old Bethlehem. The treasure vaults 
of the Moravian Church are stuffed with yellow- 
ing manuscripts, the old customs still largely 
prevail. On the hill cemetery the separations of 
the sheep from the goats rules, even in that 
ancient burying ground, for the men are buried 
towards the side of the town’s patriarch, while 
the women found sepulcher on the side nearest 
to his wife, both pioneers devout and consistent. 
In a town still holding fast to its traditions it 
is not to be expected that those concerning music 
should be forgotten. And if they sing and play 
the Bach music differently at Bethlehem, Pa., 
from the way the rest of the world sing and play 
it, they have at least in Bethlehem a tradition 
which is of more real value than an opinion. 

How much of this quaint charm has vanished 
with the transfer of the Bach Festivals from 
the old Moravian to the Parker Church is not 
known, At least the Bethlehem on the hill, one 
of its five towns, was admirably adapted to 
produce an impression. There are the historic 
buildings, the community houses, the wide, quiet 
streets, 

To this Bethlehem, towards which today the 
busy towns below puff immense clouds of smoke, 
came Washington and his staff staying at 
the Sun Inn, where, if the pilgrim is lucky and 
writes weeks in advance of the Bach Festival,

Or he may go to the 
American House, where only Pennsylvania Dutch 
is spoken and where a sign language between 
guests and host formerly prevailed. Mr, Walters 
claims, and with reason, that the Bach Festival 
of Bethlehem is an example of community sing- 
ing. And this is true. The original settlers 
were not only deeply religious and firmly 
grounded in the musical services of their re- 
ligion, but primitive in thought and limited in 
opportunity. 

They brought to their community singing a 
zest which may not have been beyond the re- 
proach of worldly diversion, but which was not 
of itself unseemly. Other American communi- 
ties, which spring into being with theaters, cafes 
and the like, cherish community singing less 
than their forefathers. Town and cities founded 
by serious people in anterevolutionary days had 
but cooking and church life for diversion. In 
Bethlehem on the hill both these forms of en- 
tertainment still flourished some years ago. The 
entrancing artistic interest of the Bach music, 
according to Dr. Wolle, and the Moravian tra- 
ditions, had a formidable rival in the celebrated 
gooseberry tarts of the American House, where 
they spoke Pennsylvania Dutch. And one 
promenaded decently and in order from the 
church service after singing the chorales with 


all the congregation to the ample table of the 
American House, where discussion only abated 
on the arrival of the gooseberry tart. When the 
"bus came to take one away both tarts and dis- 
cussions were still going at full tilt. Traditions 
were thus preserved to the end. And the reading 
of Raymond Walters’ charming book brings back 
more than a memory of the Bach Festival. It 
imparts glimpses of American history in one of 
its quaintest and oldest civilized centers.—N. 
P. 8. in Cincinnati Times-Star.

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RED CROSS SPEAKERS’ BUREAU 


Results Obtained Thru the Red Cross and Liberty 
Loan Drives—Chicago’s Campaign as Seen 
From the Viewpoint of Those Who 
Did the Actual Work 


Secretary of War Newton D. Baker has said: 
“The greatest humanitarian duty which we owe 
to our army, once it has been armed, sheltered, 
clothed and transported, is to conserve its health 
and vitality, and bind up the wounds, which un- 
happily but inevitably must come to it.” 

That is the work which the great National 
Red Cross Society bas undertaken to do and 
which necessitated the raising of at least $100,- 
000,000 if we would render this service to bu- 
manity not only effectively, but speedily. 

In Chicago this work lagged, the city being 
one of the last to go over the top; in fact the 
time had to be extended a week to make it pos- 
sible for us to reach our allotted share in this 
drive, This article is written that our readers 
may better understand the Herculean task which 
it- meant to a city such as Chicago is at the 
present time. 


That we may give firsthand information and 
not hearsay rumor let us deal in facts. Here is 
a city whose Mayor has spent much of his time 
trying to use the grief of mothers, the anguish 
of sisters, the mental suffering of sweethearts, 
the hopes of fathers and the sympathy of friends 
as stepping stones over which he might thrust 
himself into the soft seat of a United States 
Senator. Here our newspapers have been so 
busy for years trying to show the ‘“‘incom- 
petency’’ of Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
and the ‘‘folly’’ of keeping Mr. Baker on the job 
that they have had little or no time to devote 
to the real needs of their own country as they 
exist today. 


All of this and much more made the task 
of raising money out of proportion to avhat other 
sections have encountered. 

In the War Savings Campaign Illinois ranked 
twenty-eighth. We averaged but 83 cents per 
capita in our Thrift Stamps and Certificates pur- 
chased. There is a reason for all] of this. There 
is a reason why our loyal Red Cross workers 
bad to hustle like Trojans to accomplish the 
work allotted to them. 


We have been curfeited with propaganda— 
German, political and avaricious. What we real- 
ly need is what the nation needs. That need 
has been summed up by George Creel, chairman 
of the Bureau on Public Information, in just one 
word—EDUCATION. L. E. Ranck, Chairman of 
the Chicago Red Cross Speakers’ Bureau, has 
said that ‘‘upon the speakers rests the responsi- 
bility of bringing home to the people the neces- 
sity of their aiding materially such causes as 
the American Red Cross,’ adding that it is only 
possible thru the speakers’ efforts to raise from 
the public, in a limited period, the necessary 
funds for the Red Cross to continue its good 
work, 

The writer hadethe good fortune to be one of 
the busy speakers during the Chicago drive, and 
2 few of our experiences are worthy of being 
set forth for the benefit of the others who are 
performing the :ame kind of service. One of 
the best meetings held was at the noon hour, 
when three thousand ship builders at the Calu- 
met Ship Yards, here in Chicago, gathered to 
bear what we had to say. A young Episcopalian 
minister added local color to the meeting when 
he appeared upon the platform in his suit of 
overalls, and was introduced as one of the work- 
men who had just been hired and had taken his 
place in the ranks of labor. We were at home 
in that bunch, for the smell of oily waste, the 
smile of a satisfied mechanic, which breaks thru 
the smear of grease and soot and reveals rugged 
manhood and an honest heart, carried me back 
over the fleeting years to the time when I, 
too, was earning an honest living by working as 
a journeyman machinist. The creat plates of 
steel took me back to the Homestead Mills, where 
we used to fashion armored plate for the United 
States war ships. 

But the real thing was the effect of that noon 
hour soap box chautauqua. Here is the result 
of that one meeting: We got those men to 
pledge the equivalent of one day’s pay to the 
Red Cross. There was not 2 dissenting voice 


raised, and three thousand men pledged them- 
selves to do double duty for Uncle Sam and the 
cause for which we are all fighting. These 
con were already exempt from military service, 
for they are working on government work. But 
that was not all—they agreed to give one day's 
work to the Red Cross. Some of these fellows 
make as much as fifteen dollars a day. 


The big theaters, such as McVicker’s, the 
Tialte and others, furnished wonderful audi- 
ences. At the Studebaker one night the Red 


Cross girls reported that each person in the 
house, from pit to dome, had contributed to the 


one could find on the menu at the Blackstone 
was ours for the ordering, we visited the de- 
partments yet unworked. We went right into 
the heart of the yards. There were many funny 
things happened on this trip thru the yards. 
The following will be but a fair sample of what 
we met with during the day. In one department, 
where most of the men were negroes, who gave 
the respectful attention which the occasion de- 
manded during the talk in Polish, broke forth 
in rapturous applause when we assumed the 
butcher's block to talk to them. They were a 
delightfully happy lot. Full of all the fun and 
jollity of their exuberant nature. It was an 
inspiration to talk to them. After the talks, 
while the girls were still busy with the work of 
securing the pledge signing, one happrgolucky 
worker, who looked and acted as tho he could do 
more with his feet than he could witb his hands, 
and do more with a banjo than he could with a 
butcher's knife, came up and complimented us on 
our oratorical efforts. Just then a young girl 
came up, and asked him if he had signed the 
pledge card. I said: ‘Oh, yes, my friend was 
one of the very first to sign one.’’ He swelled 
up with the pride of real leadership, and said: 
“Sure I signed. I sign—I don’t give a damn if 
it’s Gve dollars I'd sign.’’

Red Cross Kund. We got more out of the Or- 
pheum moving picture house than we did in two 
of the legitimate houses. The big auditorium 
was a wonder to work, for some in the audience 
were so far away that they resembled a row 
of sparrows roosting on the cornice of a tall 
building. The top gallery seemed miles away, 
but the applause came thru on record time, 60 
that it showed that the speakers were not con- 
fronted with a ‘‘No Man’s Land,’’ which sep- 
arated the stage from the gallery. The collec- 
t.ons showed the same results. 

The most enjoyable, as it was the most service- 
able, part of all the work we did was the day 
spent in the great beef and pork packing plant 
of Wilson & Co. Fifty-five hundred men and 
women are employed in this great hive of activ- 
ity, the great bulk of the employees on our 
route being Poles, Finns and negroes. We all 
assembled at the headquarters in the stock- 
yards at 8 a.m., and were hooked up in teams. 
Joseph Mierzynski, president of the ‘Palatine 
Commercial Corporation, was hooked up with 
The Billboard man for this trip. We first vis- 
ited the department where they are busy making 
violin strings, The workers were assembled 
and a torrent of strange eloquence was poured 
out by our Polish brother, after which we talked 
for a few moments, and explained to those pres- 
ent that we wanted each one to agree to give 
one dollar a month for four months to the Red 
Cross, Each one present 6'gned the pledge cards, 

From 8 a.m. until 12 o'clock we went from 
department to department, with the same re- 
sults. After we had eaten a working man’s 
meal in a swell hotel, where everytiing that 


We worked from 8 a.m untii 4 p.m., and came 
out of that campaign having failed to secure 
not to exceed the signatures of three persons. 
The entire packing plant came thru with a sweep 
that was wonderful. These men and women, 
black, white, educated and uneducated, all 
seemed to be reached with the eame message and 
responded with the same patriotic desire to help. 
We speakers had tatked ourselves out of voice, 
but we had secured approximately $25,000 on the 
day. Not bad for a few spiclers and a little 
squad of untrained Red Cross volunteers. It 
was worth the effort. 

Illinois gave an average of $1.45 per capita, 
and here we were asking these good people for 
amounts far In excess of the allotment. Henry 
P. Davison, chairman of the War Council, has 
said: “The greatness of the achievement lies in 
the number of contributors rather than in the 
size of ‘he fund. Think of it! Out of a popula- 
tion of 103,759,000 there were more than 47,- 
000,000 contributors to the Red Cross Fund, It 
means that almost one out of every two persons 
Living under the Amerikan flag—men, women and 
children—was a moneygiver. If it had been a 
head tax instead of a voluntary offering it 
would have meant practically $1.70 per each 
adult and each child.

opened, Saturday, June 8, 1918, 

Suddenly the committee realized that somebody 
must get busy and dispose of a few hundred sea- 
son tickets. And P. E. Cooke, editor of The 
Record; Roy W. Cox, rotund business man; C. 
M. Barsby, Ned Ratliff, The Smiths, 0. D. 
Courtney, A. B, Olson, Jr. and Rey. Wm. C. 
Melendy started the ball rolling. Enough sea- 
son tickets were promptly disposed of to cover 
the guarantee, and the assembly started off with 
a whoop. Single admissions on the first day 
amounted to about $50, the second day over $80, 
and the interest increased as the program pro- 
sressed, The patriotic and educational spirit 
displayed was splendid. Much of the interest

Viewed from the standpoint of the 
show business good roads are rapidly 
becoming a necessity, as more and 
more shows are finding it to their best 
interests to use motor trucks rather 
than take chances in certain territory 
of being tied up by the railroads. The 
recent increases in rates is another 
factor which plays an important part 
in the transportation of show para- 
phernalia and personnel. . 


Heretofore the cost of trucks and 
their upkeep has been an argument 
against their usage in the show busi- 
ness, even. in territory where good 
roads were available. But that money 
invested in motor trucks is falily cer- 
tain to bring an equivalent in service 
so far as durability is concerned: has 
been demonstrated by recent tests 
made both by the Government and by 
private concerns.

“I first became acquainted with Walter Scott 
in April, 1897. He was then with the Buffalo 
Bill Show at Ambrose Park, Brooklyn, riding 
bucking horses. I had been invited to give an 
exhibition of rough and fancy riding at Dur- 
land's Academy April 10 and Bill Brace, Scotty 
and several others with the above show were 
present. For much of the information contained 
in the following article I am indebted to a per- 
sonal friend connected with the Santa Fe who 
vouches for its accuracy.’’—L. F. Foster. 

At noon, July 8, 1905, a man went to the 
office of J. J. Bryne of the Stanta Fe System in 
Les Angeles and stated he wanted to get to 
Chicago in 46 hours. This time was 11 hours 
and 56 minutes faster than the previous record. 
The stranger said his name was Scott and he 
wanted to ride faster than any other person had 
and was willing to pay the price. The price 
paid was $5,500 and the train, known as the 
Death Valley Coyote Special, pulled out of the 
la Grande Station at 1 o’clock p.m. Sunday, 
July 9, 1905. It consisted of three cars, dining, 
Pullman and baggage. At 11:54 a.m., July 11, 
it came to a stop in the Dearborn St. Station, 
Chicago, having made the run of 2,265 miles in 
44 hours and 54 minutes. The best previous 
run for the same distance was 52 hours and 49 
minutes, made in 1903 by the Lowe Special, The 
average speed per hour including all delays was 
50.4 miles. The total expenses of the trip was 
estimated at $17,500. Four thousand dollars 
was spent for wines and tips on special train, 
two days’ stay in Chicago $1,500, ten days in 
New York $4,500 and $2,000 for return passage

THE “INSIDES” OF A CAROUSEL 


Austin C. Lescarboura in “Behind the Scenes 
of an Exposition,’ in The Scientific American 
of June 8, writes interestingly of a visit to an 
exposition, where a carousel was being erected 
under the direction of William Dentzel. ‘‘Stripped 
of its trimmings,’ he says, *‘the carousel is not 
unlike a huge umbrella. There is a center 
Stationary pole carrying borizontal radial arms 
and sloping reds to take up the weight. The 
arms are joined to a loose collar on the pole, 
while the rods connect with a ball-bearing pivot. 
The platform of the carousel proper, which is 
suspended from the radial arms, must be care- 
fully assembled to insure proper clearance for 
the surrounding stationary platform and the 
circular platform within. All im all it is a 
very fussy job.

Are Being Erected To House. Actors and Actresses Play- 
ing at Liberty Theaters 


Washington, June 15——Something new in the line of training camp 
activities has been started at three of the largest camps in the United 
States. Hostess houses, under the direction of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, are being erected at these camps to house ac- 
tresses and actors who are playing at the Liberty Theaters, and who, 
because of the distance, are unable to journey to and from the nearest 


Actual work on actors’ hostess houses has been started at Camps 
Dix, Upton and Devens. These camps are so situated that it would be 
practically impossible for actors and actresses playing in the Liberty 
Theaters for the amusement of the soldiers to travel back and forth daily 


These hostess houses will be under strict military discipline, it is said, 
Unmarried actresses and married actresses and their actor-husbands 
will be accommodated. The managers of Liberty Theaters have been 
experiencing considerable difficulty in the problem of housing actors who 
give performances in the camps. In several instances actors who have 
been compelled to travel daily to and from camp to their hotels in the 
nearby cities have been unable to perform well on account of the physical 
exhaustion occasioned by the trips. It is for this reason that the hostess

Detroit, June 15.—Showing of the film, War 
Brides, in any theater in this city was officially 
tabooed by Police Commissioner James Couzens 
on the Sth inst., and notice was served on the 
owners of the film, which was running in a local 
theater, to suspend presentation forthwith.

GOOD NIGHT, PAUL

STARTING WITH A GIGGLE, rising crescendo 
to a gale of laughter, this frothy, frivolous tale 
of a gushing young bridal couple ripples along, 
ga*hering complications, deceptions, suspicions, 
until even the Sphinx would turn on its back 
and chuckle.

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CONGRESS ASKED TO MAKE 


APPROPRIATION FOR FILMS 


Chairman Creel, of Cemmittee on Public Informa- 


tion, Estimates $200,000 Will Be Needed To 
Produce Series of Great War Films—$75,- 
000 for Four-Minute Men Campaign 


Washington, Jane 17.—The Committee on Pub- 
lie Information, which has heretofore existed as 
a result of apportionment of money from a gen- 
eral fund in the hands of the President for war 
purposes, will hereafter have to depend upor 
Congress for appropriations, and estimates 
asked by Oongress have been submitted by 
veorge Creel, chairman of the committee, These 
estimates include $200,000 for films, $75,000 fo. 
Four-Minut' Men who appear in motion picture 
ana other theaters in advocacy of war aims, 
$5,000 for State Fair exhibits, $50,000 for pic 
tures and $10,000 for Allied War Expositions. 

In explaining the uses to which these amounts, 
respectively, are put, while before the House 
Committee on appropriations, Mr. Creel furnished 
information somewhat in detail as how the 
money will be spent if appropriated. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, in submit- 
ting the estimates asked by the Creel Bureau, ex- 
plained the different items as follows: 

Films: Pershing’s Crusaders is the first of a 
series of great war films to be issued at in- 
tervals of six weeks by this division. Under an 
atrangement with France, England and Italy, 
two reels a week, showing allied activities on al’ 
fronts, will also be released. Likewise, 1,000 
feet weekly from the American expeditionary 
feree, under the title, ‘Official War Review.” 
Arrangements have also been made whereby the 
four News Weeklies will receive 400 feet of of- 
ficial war film each week for distribution to their 
respective organizations. Other feature films 
showing the social, industrial and war progress 
of the United States will be made and issued 
from time to time. There is no good reason, nor 
is it the policy of any other nation, to make a 
free gift of this valuable service to private en- 
terprise, and, wherever possible, distribution is 
made on a commercial basis, not only in this 
eountry but in other countries of the world. It is 
confidently expected that this division will prove 
self-supporting and the allotment of $200,000 is 
for initial production. 

Pictures: This division issues all permits to 
photographers desiring to make Army or Navy 
photographs. It is the machinery of censorship 
for ali motion and still pictures, operating under 
a voluntary agreement that has all the force of 
law. It prints and distributes photographs to 
the press of the country. It also operates a de- 
partment of stereopticon slides and a denpart- 
ment of 10-cent photographs, whereby private 
individuals and lecturers may obtain the di- 
vision’s output at cost, as it would be improper 
as well as ruinous to make free distribution of 
photographs and stereopticon slides to the in- 
dividual citizen. Up to date these sales have 
netted the sum of $35,614.82, and while $50,000 
is asked to meet some possible enlargement, the 
division may safety be considered as self-support- 
ing.

pany would cause exhibitors to refuse to lease, 
handle or procure the license of the films of 
such exchanges, an@ that some of these threats 
were fulfifled.

tended for export. The clear presentation of the 
case has convinced the government officials that 
there should be an immediate modification of the 
ruling allowing all films now held up to be ex- 


ficials responsible for the ruling were determined 
to carry out their proposed plans for censorship 
of films intended for foreign ports. 

Mr, Cromelin explained that if the government 
carried out its proposed plan it would mean 
bankruptcy for firms that required munch capital 
in the export film trade, which would be lost in 
prints subject to rejection by the customs of- 
ficials. He stated that the losses would be 
heavy if the 2,000,000 feet of film now waiting 
to be shipped into Canada, Australia and the 
British Colonies were refused shipment abroad, 
He said that these films had been shipped to the 
port before June 6, when the ruling was fixed. 

The statement and explanation made an ‘m- 
pression upon the Chief of Customs Bureau «nd 
War Trade Board officials, and they allowed 
the films held to be shipped. Mr. Cromelin’s 
committee further argued that in view of the 
contractual relations existing between manufac- 
turers, exporters and exhibitors abroad the new 
ruling could not be rigidly enforced without in- 
juring the trade. They were assured that any 
licenses previously issued would be honored by 
the customs officials and that the ruling pend- 
ing final determination of the matter would be 
administered with fair regard for the rights of 
these whose interests are affected in the film 
trade. The assurance removed much of the 
sting from the original ruling and the manner 
in which it was proposed to administer it in 
actual practice

100 to 1, On the other hand the filing of 
eharges having to do with departments othe: 
than censorship would automatically bush the 
voices of reform organizations boosting for the 
suspended second deputy. 

The wisdom of this political strategic move 
bas already been demonstrated. When Funk- 
houser’s suspension was announced the reform 
organizations jumped to his defense, vouching 
for the quality of his censorship services. Wher 
they were all thru with their volley of testi- 
wonials Alcock quietly affirmed that censorship 
had nothing to do with the suspension, and that 
the specific charges would be filed in due time. 
The reformers soon realized that in the nature 
of the probable charges their support would 
count for naught and calmed down somewhat. 
Now, after the sensational aspects of the case 

ave faded away, Alcock comes forth witb 
his charges which cover no aspect of motion 
picture censorship, 

Indications that censorship really underlies 
the entire matter are readily found. To begin 
with, an examination of the charges shows that 
they are decidedly general, The charge of in- 
efficiency is bard to prove, coming from the 
acting chief, because Funkhouser bas held his 
office for five years, whereas the acting chie! 
himself was unknown until a few months ago 
The charge labeled disobedience of orders may 
be file! agelust any subordinate whose presence 
is politically objectionable. ‘“‘Neglect of duty" 
may mean almost anything under the sun, An 
examination of the charges reveals further that, 
while censorstip is not directly associated with 
them, the entire question of motion pictures 
meay be brongbt in at the eleventh bour in sub- 
stantiation of any one of the charges. 

But the best indication of the motion picture 
undercurrent is found in Alcock’s official actions 
since Fankhouser’s suspension. He began by 
ordering reinstatement» of cutouts, which Funk- 
honser bad ordered, after viewing several fea- 


tures rated in the willien-dollar production 
class. <A more specific move was taken yester 
day when detectives from be acting chief's 
office compelled the owner of the Star Theater 
on Madison street to remove misleading posters 
advertixing The Little Girl Next Door, The 
acting chief is now engaged in a citywide cam- 
paign agaiust this form of wmisrepresentation.
